June  1,  1975 

Dear  Member: 

IMPORTANT  -  one  of  the  goals  of  the  Love  Token  Society  is  to  build 
up  for  ANA  a  set  of  colored  slides  of  multiple  pieces:  watch  fobs, 
bracelets,  necklaces,  brooches,  etc* 

I  had  color  slides  taken  of  twelve  of  my  multiple  pieces  at  a 
camera  shop.  I  bought  there  a  roll  of  film  which  had  twelve  slides  on 
it,  and  had  him  take  the  pictures  with  his  camera  because  mine  doesn't 
take  anything  larger  than  a  silver  dollar.
